PRESIDENT OF B. & O.

Tells ommittee That 
Transportation Systems 
Could Play Large Part 
in Stabilization. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Moédifi- 


cation of the transportation act to 
permit railroads to turn all excess 
earnings during good times into a 
reserve’ to be used in slack periods 
was recommended today by Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 


& Ohio. 

Appearing before a Senate man- 
ufactures sub-committee, Willard 
said the railroads should be able 
to play a big part in stabilizing in- 
dustry but could do it more effec- 
tively if the law were changed to 
allow creation of the pool. 

Under the present law half of all 
earnings above 5% per cent must 
be turned over to the Government 
_ for aiding weaker roads and the 
other half used to build up re- 
serves, 

Willard pointed out, however, 
that since the transportation act 
became a law the railroads a 
whole have never earned 5% per 
cent and therefore ere not able 
to build up reserves. 

Big Users of Steel. 

He said that during prosperous 
times, the rallroads should be en- 
couraged to earn even more than 
the fair return allowed in order 
to build up reserves for use in such 
times as the present. 

“It could all be done under the 
law as it is,’”’ he said, “‘though it 
would be better to say that all ex- 
cess earnings should be used to de- 
velop reserve funds instead of half 
going into a fund that nobody 
wants and nobody is using.” 

Willard explained that rpilroads 
in normal times use 25 or} 30 r 
cent of all the steel prodyced in 
this country, 25 per cent/ of the 
coal and 28 per cent of’the ium- 
ber, in addition to large amounts 
of rubber and copper. 

He said while in the future they 
may not use as much of some of 
these commodities as in the past 
that nevertheless they could be 
made to contribute greatly toward 
stabilization of employment. 


Maintenance Work Deferred. 
On the other hand, he said, it 
_has been necessary for the roads to 
make every possible saving to 
maintain their financial status. 

Thé B. & O., he said, has post- 
poned all the maintenance work 
possible, reduced its purchases and 
cut employment 20,000 during the 
last two years. 

Instead of earning 1@ per cent 
profit as it did a few years ago, he 
said, this year the road would prob- 
ably earn not more than 2 per cent. 
Earnings this year, he added, were 
running about 33 per cent behind 
1929. 

The road is employing 41,000 
workers as compared with 60,000 
in 1929 and 80,000 in 1923. 

Willard said that in; his opinion 
the greatest problem facing Amer- 
ican industry and statesmanship to- 
day was to provide for the man 
without a job. He said it was a 
permanent problem growing out of 
improved methods of production.

SPRINGFIELD, lll., Nov. 2.—Re-

“It is encouraging.” Judge Fitz-

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NEWYORK SEES 
BICCEST ARSHIPS 
~ IN SKY PARADE 


Dirigibles Akron and Los 
Angeles With Plane Es- 
cort and Two Small 
Blimps Fly Over City. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—With an 
escort of airplanes buzzing around 
her, the Akron, the world’s largest 
airship, moved majestically up the 
Hudson this afternoon, followed by 
the Los Angeles. Far in the rear 
were two small, fat navy blimps. 

Windows of Manhattan's towers, 
roofs, parks and streets were crowd- 
ed as the parade swung slowly 
about at the upper tip of the island 
and headed on down over the heart 
of the city. 

Traffic was halted on Fifth ave- 
nue and Broadway while every- 
body stared up at the two great 


hulks. From the streets and low- 
er roofs, they appeared to be 
weaving in and out between the 


taller buildings, like a pair df ele- 
phants lumbering along through 
the jungle. 

The Akron was flying about a 
mile ahead of the Los Angeles and 
quite low. In comparison with it, 
the Los Angeles looked as slim as 
a pencil. One of the first things 
that everybody noticed was that its 
motors, built up inside the ship, 
were practically inaudible. 

While they were over the city, 
officers aboard both dirigibles 
talked by wireless to’ navy men in 
New York. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The U. 
S. S. Akron, the Navy’s new air 
scout cruiser, accompanied by the 
Los Angeles, arrived over Washing- 
ton at 9:50 a. am., today on a 
maiden seaboard voltage. 

The ariship left its hangar at 
Lakehurst, N. J., at 6:45 a. m. The 
day’s schedule called for visits to 
Washington, Philadelphia, Trenton 
and New York City. 

Aboard the Akron was a party of 
newspaper men. Events of the 
flight were to be broadcast by 
means of aerial telephony, and at- 
tempts were to be made to fransmit 
news dispatches from the Akron to 
stations which would relay them to 
newspaper offices. 

The capital streets were lined 
with hundreds of office workers. 
The airship dipped respectfully as 
it passed over the White House. 
Hundreds of feet below, from a 
side porch of the executive m.n- 
sion, President Hoover watched the 
maneuvers of the airship. Mrs. 
Hoover looked up from the roof of 
the White House. Six airpiin¢s 
darted about in greeting. 

The Akron proceeded _ straight 
across the Potomac to Arlington 
Cemetery, where it made a dip in 
salute to the Unknown  ~Soldier’s 
tomb. 

In a broad circle it then‘ re- 

turned over the White House, exe- 
cuting another dip in salute. The 
Los Angeles followed through 
every maneuver. The Akron then 
swung over the Navy Department 
building, where officers and civil- 
jan employes were clustered by 
hundreds on the roof and on the 
street. Then, turning northerly, the 
ships left the city. 
While the Akron circled over 
Washington its radio _ receivers 
picked up a message of welcome 
broadcast by Assistant Secretary 
Jahncke of the navy on behalf of 
Mrs. Hoover. 

“Good-morning, Admiral Moffett, 
Commander Rosendahl and gentle- 
men,” the Secretary addressed 
those aboard the airship. 

“It is my privileged honor to tell 
you that the fair sponsor of the 
Akron, the first ‘lady of the land, 
Mrs. Hoover, is now viewing the 
maiden voyage of the Akron from 
the roof of the White House, She 
sends greetings and best wishes 
that all voyages of the good ship 
may be successful.” 

Jahncke' then sketched the 
navy's ambition for the new air- 
ship which he said included not 
only demonstration of its useful- 
ness for naval purposes, but for a 
new and more rapid means of in- 
ternational communication and 
commerce. He congratulated the 
navy officers responsible and the 
Goodyear Zeppelin Corporation on 
the successful construction of. the 
ship.

Roadways cracked in th, 
vicinity of Kumamoto City, where 
houses collapsed.

herself. 
Then, early today, came the 


statement which accuses Maddux 
of the crime. In this, printed in 
full elsewhere in this edition, she 
dec'ares she anesthetized the wom- 
an Thursday afternoon, and that 
Maddux took the razor and went 
out three hours later, presumably 
to kill her. Maddux denies the 
truth of her story. 

Clara is a strapping. husky girl, 
employed as a housemaid by the 
Whit>man family at 409 Belleview 
avenue, Webster Groves. She has 
been boarding for several months 
at the Maddux home and freely 
admits intimacies between herself 
and Maddux. 

She was arrested Saturday after- 
noon after the inquest and immedi- 
ately was subjected to questioning 
by policemen under the supervision 
of Chief of Police Schroeder. At 
first she stuck to her story told on 


she and Mrs. Maddux had started 
downtown to a cooking school 
Thursday afternoon, but that. Mrs. 


Maddux had suddenly. left the 
street car at the Sutton avenue 
loop in Maplewood. 

Finally, however, she changed 


her story and made the statement 
in which she said Mrs. Maddux, 
suffering from tuberculosis, had 
decided to kill herself, that she 
accompanied the woman to. the 
wood west of Kirkwood, and that 
she left her there as she prepared 
to end her life.

Visits Scene of Murder. 

The suicide story was palpably 
untrue. Physicians who had ex- 
amined Mrs. Maddux’s body had 
said there was no question but that 
she was murdered. Accordingly the 
interrogation of the Fish girl con- 
tinued through Saturday night and 
early yesterday morning. 

About 7 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing she announced she had a new 
statement to make and asked that 
Patrolman Lewis be summoned. 
When he arrived she told the story 
of the green coupe, but it was 
even more fanciful than the first, 
and she was unable to repeat it 
with any adherence to original de- 
tails. 

Later in the morning she Was 
taken to the scene of the murcé®p, |

Admits She Killed Woman.

Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney Simmons, 
who comes from Stoddard County 
and knows some of Clara’s rela- 
tives near Arab, began at this 
juncture to win her confidence. 
Finally he gave her a pencil and 
paper and told her to “go ahead 


and write the real story right 
now.” 
Hesitantly she began to write. 


Chief Schroeder and Patrolman 
Lewis then urged her to let them 
help her. The group moved from 
her cell to the chief's office and 
there she dictated the statement 
in which she said she had com- 
mitted the murder. 

In this version, as in the others, 
she gave the same account of how 
she purchased a razor and a can of 
ether. These she gave to Mrs. 
Maddux, she said. She continued 
that they went out together to the 
Sugar Creek road. 

“Reba had the ether and = ra- 
zor,’’ she went on. “She made a 
role in the ether can with the 
razor and then said, ‘Clara, you 
know that I do not have no mother 
and father and have threatened 
many times to kill myself.’ 

“IT don’t remember whether or 
not she put the ether on herself, 
but after the ether was used she 
cut herself once in the _ throat. 
After she did this I picked up the 
razor and cut twice with the razor 
and after this I was on my knees. 
I was sa weak I could hardly get 
up. I stayed there for a long time. 
Il was almost overcome with ether. 
I was so awful sick. After I came 
to, I was away down the hill, pray- 
ing and crying, some distance from 
where Mrs. Maddux’s body was 
found, I then came to Kirkwood 
and dohe some shopping. I bought 
two pairs of stockings and some 
night elothes. 


Relatives Visit Girl. 

““T think I got home about 4:20. 
However, I got there before Mr. 
Maddux got home. 

“On our way out Reba kept say- 
ing, ‘I am going to take you to a 
place where you have never been 
before.’ That woman was not 
bright; neither was J when we went 
out there. I had to ask the way to 
get back home. I askéd some lady 
I met on the sidewalk the way to 
Kirkwood. She told me. 

“The clothes I had on that day 
were a green print dress, a brown 
hat and a gray coat with a fur col- 
lar, and black slippers, and I had 
on some gray cotton stockings.” 

After obtaining» this statement, 
the police concluded they had ar- 
rived at the truth since the story 
fitted in with the discovery of the 
stained dress and stockings and 
the fact that the girl had pur- 
chased new stockings before going 
back to the Maddux home. 

Yesterday afternoon, however, 
the girl was visited by her uncle, 
Irwin N. Fish, and her brother, 
John T. Fish, a St. Louis proba- 
tionary patrolman.

O HUNTERS BURNED 
DEATH IN GRASH

Men on Way Home Are 
Trapped in Cabin After

At this, her husband and Clara 
agree, she became deeply despond- 
ent, expressed sorrow at the neces- 
sity of leaving her children, 
Thomas, 5, and Wilma May, 17 
months. In his statements, how- 
ever, Maddux has insisted he was 
confident she had held to her 
promise not to commit suicide, and 
has declared he was certain she 
was murdered. 

Housekeeper’s Statement. 

Mrs. Mary Simms, 65-year-old 
housekeeper for the Madduxes,— 
the “Aunt Mamie” mentioned in 
Clara Fish’s confession—told re- 
porters today that Mrs. Maddux had 
been jealous of Maddux’s attentions 
te the Fish gir) for several months 
past. : 

Maddux, she said, took the girl 
to night school at Soldan High 
School several days a week, 
and waited outside for her until she 
had finished her classes. This great- 
ly vexéd Mrs. Maddux who protest- 
ed frequently, but fruitiessly. 
Maddux, Mrs. . Simms said, disre- 
garded her complaints, but also re- 
fused to get into a discussion with 
his wife about the state of affairs. 

Mrs. Simms described Maddux as 
an otherwise attentive husband, 
who was considerate of his wife 
and did everything in his ability to 
help her keep what little health she 
had. The housekeeper has been 
with the family about two years

Clara Fish Declares Walter Maddux Mur- 
dered Wife After She Had Made Her 


With Ether. 


Following is the text of the most 

recent confession made by Clara 
Fish, 19-year-old domestic, who 
now says Mrs. Reba Maddux was 
murdered by- her husband, Walter, 
a Webster Groves laborer, after 
Clara had anesthetized her with 
ether and left her unconscious in 
the wood on the edge of Kirkwood 
where her body, with throat 
slashed, was found Friday after- 
noon. ° 
Prior to making the following 
statement the girl had made three 
others, each giving a different ver- 
sion of the killing. The text: 
“I make the following statement 
of my own free will and was not 
coerced or forced to make same. 
I want to tell the truth. 

“I bought the ether, as Mr. Mad- 
dux told me to buy the ether. He 
also told me to buy the razor. He 
had planned with me of doing 
away with lis wife and asking me 
to marry him. This is what he 
asked me. He said he wanted 
some one to take care of his 
children, and he said to me, I was 
kind to .hildren. ‘I want you to 
take care of my babies and raise 
them,’ he said. 

“Mr. Maddux told me to go _ to 
the cooking school with Reba, and 
Reba knew that Walter and I had 
talked to her about going to the 
cooking school, and when we left 
the home at 1:30 p. m. Thursday, 
Oct. 29, 1931, Mrs. Maddux, Evelyn 
Clarks (the next door neighbor in 
Webster Groves), and myself, 
walked up to Marshall avenue, 
leaving Evely at a shoe shop on 
Marshall. Reba and I walked up 
to the street car and I asked her 
about the cooking school and she 
said she was going to the cooking 
school. I told her that I was go- 
ing to Kirkwood, and she said to go 
to Mrs. Grigsby’s home, so we then 
boarded a street car from Marshall 
avenue bound for Kirkwood. 

Planning the Killing. 

“Back in the sur mer when I got 
my vacation of Whiteman, while ] 
was on vacation one Saturday eve- 
ning, Walter and I went out to Sug- 
ar Creek road, and spent a couple 
of hours. We had a conversation 
about marriage. He said to me 
‘If I would murder my wife would 
you marry me, and raise my little 
angels?” I answered ‘yes.’ We 
kept talking. He told me on the 
side of the road where we had 
walked from the auto that he was 
going to murder his wife at thts 
location c;here we were at. He 
asked me to help him, and to get 
the ether ..nd razor. This was on 
Thursday. I got the ether at a 
drug store <t Lockwood and Gore, 
and the razor at a barber shop on 
Gore avenue, and took them to Mr. 
Maddux’s home, returning the 
razor and ether into his hands. 

“On Tuesday night as we went 
to school he and I talked this over. 
He asked me when I was getting 
off from work this week. [I told 
him I would be off on Thursday. I 
went to the Maddux home on 
Thursday, on my afternoon off, and 
on Wednesday morning before I 
left to go to work Reba and I were 
talking about cooking school, and 
we planned to go to school on 
Thursday.

She told me to 
go straight west about six blocks 
and turn off the road at end of 
concrete. When we got there we 
turned off the slab to the left. We 
went down the road until we came 
to another road which turned to 
the right, where Walter parked his 
machine the,\evening we were out 
together. He had taken me to this 
place before, and went into the 
woods. Reba and I went to this 
place Thursday evening after leav- 
ing the slab road, and I had a can 
of ether and a pocketknife, and 
Mr. Maddux told me to put his wife 
to sleep, which I did Thursday eve- 
ning. 

“Mr. Maddux had told me be- 
forehand how to administer the 
ether to Reba, which I proceeded 
to do by taking the knife and mak- 
ing a hole in the ether can and 
laying Reba on the ground and 
straddled her body and sprinkled 
ether on a large handkerchief and 
held it over her mouth and nose.

Left Her Unconscious.

I 
got lost going back through the 
woods and asked a lady on the side- 
walk how to get to a street car, and 
walked until I got to the Kirkwood 
Bank. (Kirkwood Bank is at Kirk- 
wood road and Adams avenue.) I 
looked at the clock at the bank and 
it showed 3:40 p. m. I went in a dry 
goods store and got two pairs of 


25-cent hose and some night 
clothes. I then caught a street car 
at the bank and went to Webster 


arriving at the Maddux home about 
4:20 p.m. I talked to Evelyn, who 
lived next door to the Maddux 
home, for a few minutes about the 
Halloween party. 

“Then I went into Mr. Maddux’s 
home, and it was about 4:25 p. m. 

Mr. Maddux re- 
turned from work. We ate supper.

It Will Not Be Continued 
Even Though Goal Is Not 
Reached, Aaron Wald- 
heim Announces. 


The public campaign of Jewish 
Federation for a $500,000 charity 
fund will end tomorrow noon re- 


gardless of the total pledged by 
then, the executive committee de- 
cided yesterday at a special meet- 
ing called by Aaron Waldheim, 
campaign chairman. 

Stbscriptions reported so far to- 
tal $324,000, and leaders in the 
campaign fear that the goal may 
not be reached. The decision to 
end the drive, Waldheim said, was 
inspired by unwillingness to inter- 
fere with the campaign of Arch- 
bishop Glennon and the joint ap- 
peal of the Community Fund and 
Citizens’ Committee. 

Cards made out for potential 
subscribers who have not yet do- 
nated were reassigned, and mem- 
bers of the executive committee 
pledged themselves to make every 
effort to obtain contributions. If a 
deficit remains after tomorrow 
noon, it was decided, those who 
have previously supported the Fed- 
eration, but have not given this 
year, will be solicited again. 


Explains Business Aspect of Com- 
munity Fund Appeal. 
The Community Fund method of 
giving to charity, George M. Berry 
said yesterday during the Com- 
munity Forum hour on Radio 8Sta- 
tion KMOX, should appeal to the 
business man who has not the op- 
portunity to make his own investi- 
gation, “because it has placed 
charitable giving and receiving on 
a business basis, without eliminat- 
ing or reducing the sympathetic or 
human side of help.” 
Berry is chairman of th- special 
gifts division of the joint campaign 
of the Community Fund and Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Reliefand Em- 
ployment. These organizati +, be- 
ginning next Monday, will ask for 
a $3,000,000 charity fund, of which 
the Citizens’ Committee is to re- 
ceive $750,000. 
Combination of the appeals, Ber- 
ry said, will reduce campaign and 
administration expense so thai it 
is anticipated 96 cents of every 
dollar raised will be available -or 
appropriations to the 51 Community 
Fund agencies and the Citizens’ 
Committee. The Community 
Fund’s campaign and administra- 
tion expense in the past has Lcen 
8 per cent of the total, but this year 
its budget for its share is 7.3 per 
cent. 
“Under older methods,’ Berry 
said, “20 to 50 per cent of the 
amounts collected for charitable 
institutions were paid as commis- 
sions to collectors. The Commu- 
nity Fund does not pay a dollar to 
anyone for soliciting funds.” 
Gale F. Johnston, chairman of 
the combined campaign, described 
the need for relief yesterday at the 
Pine Street Y. M. C. A. branch. 
“Conditions here are better than 
in many cities,” he said, ‘“‘but they 
are still pretty bad. We are told 
there are 125,000 out of work in 
St. Louis. Under normal conditions 
there are about 385,000 employed, 
so that today about one-third of the 
workers are out of a job. That 
puts on the two-thirds who have 
work a tremendous responsibility.’’ 
150,000 Contributors. 
The extent of giving to the Com- 
munity Fund was discussed by its 
director, Robert W. Kelso, during 
the radio forum hour. He estimat- 
ed there are 700,000 adults in St. 
Louis and the county, and said the 
Community Fund receives contri- 
butions from about 150,000. 
There were, he said, about 657,- 
000 adults who received help from 
the fund last year, so that about 
500,000, less than half of the popu- 
lation able to give, did not do so. 
“These include,” Kelso said, “peo- 
ple in all walks of life. They in- 
clude all of those who have heavy 
charitable obligations in a field oth- 
er than the Community Fund. In 
this way we might whittle down 
the number of people who might 
very well be considered prospective 
givers to the fund, until we should 
find that a surprisingly large num- 
ber of our people do already give. 
“This year, because of the critical 
need, it is imperative that we find 
50,000 generous people who have 
never.given before, who will this 
year give to the $3,000,000 drive.

CHINA'S FORMER ‘BOY 
RULER’ IN SPOTLIGHT 


Mr. Pu Yi’s Peace Disturbed by 
Recent Events in 
Manchuria. 


By the Associated Press. 

TIENTTSIN, China, Nov. 2.— 
Again the waves of Oriental in- 
trigue are lapping at the peaceful 
threshold of Henry Pu Yi, renting 
householder of the Japanese. con- 


cession in this city. For Mr. Pu Yi, 
who pays $50a month for his resi- 
dence, is Hsuan Tung, once Manchu 
Emperor of China with the nominal 
power of life and death over a 
quarter of humanity. 

For seven years the slender young 
man—he is only 25 years of age— 
has been playing tennis in the sum- 
mer, ice hockey in the winter and 
billiards in the evening, using spare 
moments to tinker with bicycles, 
automobiles and radios. 

He has shunned publicity and 
dreamed of visiting the great indus- 
trial cities of Japan, America and 
Europe, rather than conjure up 


roofed palaces within the Forbid- 
den City. | 

But all the time loyal monarch- 
ists have surrounded him and while 
his ears may have been stopped to 
suggestions of a restoration to 
power, there have been others who 
were willing to listen to whispered 
tales of this and that under-cover 
movement in war-torn China.

REPORTED IN EN! 


Damage in Oaxaca but No 
~ Casualties—Heavy Shock 
Felt in Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Nov. 2.——Re- 


ports from Oaxaca say considera- 
ble damage was done yesterday by 


an earthquake. Heavy shock was 
felt here and at Vera Cruz and in 
other parts of the country. Many 
houses were destroyed in Oaxaca 
and the people were terrified by 
subterranean noises accompanying 
the earthquake, but that there were 
no casualaties. 

Oaxaca has a population of 
about 40,000. It was partly de- 
stroyed last Jan. 14 by an earth- 
quake in which nearly 100 persons 
were killed. 

The temblor put out the lights 
in a theater in Oaxaca. Because the 
shock occurred during an inter- 
mission, most of the audience had 
reached the streets before the 
building went dark. People slept 
in the open last night in spite of 
the chilly weather. 

The shock here lasted 16 min- 
utes. The center of the disturb- 
ance, the Government seismo- 
graphical station said, was at Colo- 
tepec, a Pacific coast town of 1000 
inhabitants in the State of Oaxaca. 


FORD APPROVES TRACTORS 
MANUFACTURED IN RUSSIA 


Declares Samples Sent Him Fur- 
nish Ample Proof of Country’s 
Industrial Progress. 

By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Nov. 2.—The newspa- 


per Za Industrializatia said yester- 
day that Henry Ford had given his 


approval to tractors of Russian 
manufacture, asserting they furnish 
“ample proof of Russia’s indus- 
trial progress.” 

The newspaper publi8hed a let- 
ter from the American manufac- 
turer in which he thanked the So- 
viet Agricultural Machine Import- 
ing Co. for sending him two trac- 
tors for his inspection at his re- 
quest. The tractors were built in 
the Putilov factory at Leningrad 
and sent to Ford last spring. 

‘“‘Many thanks for giving me a 
chance to examine these two trac- 
tors,” his letter said. “It gave me 
great pleasure to have this ample 
proof of the industrial progress of 
Russia. These tractors not only 
helped us to get an idea of the in- 
dustrial plant producing them, but 
also made us understand the en- 
deavors of the people who will use 
them in various ways. I am glad 
to inform you the tractors worked 
quite satisfactorily.” The letter 
closed with an expression of “‘de- 
sire for every success to Russian 
industry.” 

A facsimile of the letter was 
published in the paper along with 
a Russian translation.

James Proctor today set Friday, 


Nov. 20, for argument before the 
District of Columbia,Supreme Court 
of Bishop James Cannon Jr.'s de- 
murrer to an indictment charging 
him with willfully violating the 
corrupt practice law. 

The date was fixed by agreement 
between Assistant District Attorney 
John Wilson and the churchman’s 
chief counsel, Robert H. McNeill, 
whose demurrer challenges the 
conastitutionality eof’ the corrupt 
practices act. 

Just before court convened Bish- 
op Cannon and Miss Ada lL. Bur- 
roughs, treasurer of his anti-8mith 
Democrats Committee in 1928, who 
was charged with the clergyman of 
failing to report campaign con- 
tributions, gave $1000 bond each. 

Miss Burroughs then left the 
court house, but the Bishop, walk- 
ing with a crutch and carrying «a4 
large bundle of newspapers under 
his left arm, took a seat in the 
front row in the courtroom, op- 
posite the bench. During the brief 
time consumed in setting a date for 
arguing the demurrer, Cannon sat 
between his attorneys, McNeill and 
Harry, W. Nice, Baltimore attorney 
and former Maryland Republican 
gubernatorial candidate. 

The Bishop reated his chin on his 
crutch and listened intently to what 
was said. 

In the last row of the court room 
several of the clergyman’s church 
friends were gathered.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2.—The 
application of the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. of St. Louis for 
authority to purchase 26 per, cent 
of the voting stock of the Laclede 
Power & Light Co. of St. Louis, a 


panies of the Union Electric at a 
price considerably above the book 


| value of the stock was taken under 


advisement today by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, after a 
hearing. 

The Laclede Power & Light Co. 
was not represented at the hearing, 
although it had been notified, and 
no explanation was given of its 
failure to appear. Commissioner 
George H. English remarked it was 
a “remarkable circumstance,” that 
the Laclede Co. did not have a ‘rep- 
resentative present, and caused the 
formal notice sent the company, 
and its acknowledgment, to be read 
into the record of the hearing. 

City Counselor Muench, who ap- 
peared on behalf of the city of St. 
Louis with associate City Counselor 
Forrest Ferris Jr. and R. M. Boyle, 
an engineer, said the city would not 
present any evidence in the hear- 
ing but was “trying to find out 
what it was about.’”’ 

He recalled the city consistently 
had opposed the acquisition of 
stock ‘of a public utility by another 
corporation, unless there was a 
showing of public benefit. He said 
the transfer in this case should not 
be authorized by the commission 
unless there was a definite show- 
ing that the public would be bene- 
fited. 

The Union Electric applied for 
permission to buy voting trust cer- 
tificates for 3330 shares of the 
outstanding 13,183 shares of com- 
mon stock of the Laclede Power & 
Light Co., an affiliated company 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. 
Louis. .The price propesed is 
$214.06 a share, or a total of $712,- 
817.27 to be paid from the treas- 
ury of the Union Electric. 

Permission of the commission is 
necessary before a corporation may 
acquire more than 10 per cent of 
the stock of a public utility in Mis- 
souri.

Egan testified that in buying the 
stock at an average of $214 a 
share the Union Electric was ac- 
quiring a property interest of about

deducting obligations from the 
value of the property the Laclede 
company actually owns. The bal- 
ance of the purchase price, Egan 
said, represented An interest to be 
acquired in leaseholds held by the 
Laclede Power & Light, and an in- 
terest in the right to buy property 
under the leasehold. 

This lease, Egan said, covered 
$5,200,000 in electric property 
leased in 1926 from the Laclede 
Gas Light Co, by the Laglede 
Power and Light, which had been 
formed to operate.the electric prop- 
erty of the gas company. In addi- 
tion, Laclede Power and Light 
owns outright $2,822,600 in proper- 
ty added since that time. The book 
value of approximately $100 a 
share was arrived at, he said, by 
deducting approximately $1,280,000 
in obligatioons from the $2,822,600.

AL SMITH’S FIGHT 
‘ TESTS ROOSEVELT 


Governor’s Forest Plan Op- 
posed by 1928 Leader — 
New Jersey to Select 
Chief Executive.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—With an 
eye to the 1932 national campaign, 
party leaders look to the outcome 
of scattered elections tomorrow for 
a definite political trend. 

Whether the Republicans or 
Democrats will organize the incom- 
ing House may be decided by the 
results of five special Congression- 
al elections. 

In New York, the strength of 
Gov. Franklin Roosevelt and Alfred 
E. Smith will be tested in their dis- 
pute over a forest conservation 
amendment sponsored by Roosevelt 
and opposed by the Democratic 
presidential nominee in 1929. The 
Smith-Roosevelt split is being 
watched with close interest by po- 
litical observers. Roosevelt has 
been boomed for months as the 
1932 Democratic standard bearer. 
Smith continues as the party's titu- 
lar head, but has given no sign 
whether he will stand for renomin- 
ation. 

Prohibition is an issue in sev- 
eral of the elections, while there is 
barticular interest in the results of 
two normally Republican Congres- 
sional districts which the Demo- 
crats hope to win. 

The Democrats have assaulted 
the Republican strongholds in 
the First Ohio and the Eighth 
Michigan Districts, but virtually 
concede the Second Pennsylvania 
to thefr opponents. They expect to 
retain the Twentieth Ohio and the 
Seventh New York without aitti- 
culty. 

The present House lineup is 
Democrats 214: Republicans 213; 
Farmer-Laborites one: vacancies 
seven. One of the two other va- 
cancies usually Republican, will be 
filled Dec. 1. Gaining this the Re- 
publicans would hold House con- 


tomorrow in the political status of 
the five seats. 

A Governor is to be elected in 
New Jersey. Democrats are confi- 
dent former Gov. A. Harry Moore 
will win over David Baird, former 
Republican Senator. A victory 
there, they contend, would be a re- 
buke to the national leadership of 
President Hoover during the eco- 
nomic crisis.

DEAN DONHAM AND ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 

In recent months a group of business leaders and 
their talented legal advisers have been laying down 
a barrage of propaganda for a drive on the anti- 
trust laws during the coming session of Congress. 
Support of this campaign recently came from a new 
quarter, when Dean Donham, of the Harvard School 
of Business Administration, in his testimony before 
a Senate committee, added his voice to the chorus 
of critics. Mr. Donham said: “I feel that unrestrained 
and unrestrainable competition with men really for- 
bidden to use their intelligence, as they virtually 
are under the Sherman Act, is a more critical dan- 
ger to the people of this country than unregulated 
monopolies ever were.” 

The distinguished position of the speaker, and the 
fact that he has no material interest in repeal of the 
laws, give to his words a weight whieh does not attach 
to the statements of self-interested propagandists. But 
anyone familiar with the story of successful evasion 
of these laws and the ineffectual attempts at enforce- 
ment must find the dean’s statement a caricature of 
the truth. During the latter years of the nineteenth 
century, concerns with large financial] resources and 
a loose code of business ethics frequently eliminated 
by price wars their small but efficient. competitors. 
This was not a pefmanent price reduction based on 
better methods, but temporary local price cutting 
to bankrupt small concerns or bring them to terms. 
It was the very opposite of what prevails in an 
ordinary market under competitive conditions, where 
there is one price to all and those who produce most 
efficiently get the business. Public opinion and the 
courts were slow to recognize the significance of 
this situation, and out of this buccaneering arose 
many of our great industria] trusts. 

In place of such price wars, which the spokesmen 
for monopoly would have us believe are normal com- 
petition, have come artificial systems of delivered 
prices, such as Pittsburg-plus, under the attractive 
title of “cooperation.” Such schemes discriminate 
against many customers, keep technically inefficient 
producers in business, and give an artificial rigidity 
to the price structure. They carry veiled threats of 
disciplinary measures against efficient small pro- 
ducers who lower prices. Yet the promoters of the 
present propaganda would like with governmental! 
blessing to extend such monopolistic controls 
throughout all industry. We fear that Dean Don- 
ham has spent too much time at banquets and con 
ventions listening to the sob tales of the oracles of 
“rugged individualism,” and too little time in dis- 
covering the facts and evaluating thejr significance.

provided, and I will insist upon the ordi- |. 


nance being carried out, but I deem it of) 
more importance to have an adequate | 
supply of safe milk from tuberculin-test-| 
ed cattle than to deprive any community | 
of milk, owing to a controversy among 
farmers. 

The present status of the milk contro- 
versy is this: The Pevely Dairy Co. is 
getting its milk from 5000 farmers in the 
milk zone that are not members of the 
Sanitary Producers’ organization. They 
have milk houses; have tuberculin-tested 
cattle and produce milk of good quality. 
For a short period of time, milk came in 
from Wisconsin. This milk met the re- 
quirements:of the ordinance, coming from 
farms with milk houses and tuberculin- 
tested cows. The farms of the producers 
were inspected by the St. Louis Health 
Division, and were declared to be 100 per 
cent. The milk was shipped to St. Louis!

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THE DANZIG CORRIDOR. 

_ Senator Borah’s blunt truth-telling during Premier 
Laval’s visit to Washington stirred up quite a hor- 
net’s nest. He said that the treaty of Versailles 
must be amended before political peace can settle 
upon Europe, and every distinterested historian and 
publicist agrees heartily with that. Pressed for par- 
ticulars by the French newspaper men, Borah told 
them that one of the injustices perpetrated by the 
treaty was the Danzig Corridor. That aroused the 
tre of the Polish Ambassador and brought from the 
White House a statement that Mr. Hoover has not 
proposed “any revision of the Polish Corridor.” 

When the new nation of Poland came into being 
after the war, it argued that it must have an outlet 
to the sea. That was a seemingly reasonable request 
and, accordingly, the’port of Danzig was declared a 
free city. To provide access to it, a corridor along 
the Vistula River from Poland to the sea was estab 
lished, cutting off East Prussia from all land com- 
munication with Germany, East Prussia, with a 
population of several millfon Germans, is predom!- 
nantly agricultural. Its best market before the war 
was Poland, but high tariffs set up by the new Polish 
state crippled this commerce, and trade of East Prus- 
sia with the motherland is damaged by absence of a 
land connection. 

Perhaps the corridor might have proved a suc 
cessful device if it had not been for Poland's aggres- 
sive anti-German policy. Although Danzig is over- 
whelmingly populated by Germans, and nominally 
a free city, it was made into a single customs ter- 
ritory with Poland, and control of harbor and rail- 
road through the city was bestowed upon Poland. 
The Poles have made the most of their more advan- 
tageous position. When a plebiscite was taken in the 
Marienburg region of the corridor, it resulted in an 
overwhelming German victory, yet the Poles man- 
aged to obtain territorial readjustments which cut 
East Prussia off from every cqntact with the Vistula. 

France eagerly concurred with the establishment 
of the corridor because it provided for the partial 
dismemberment of Germany, and thus accorded with 
its efforts to render a traditional foe unable to re 
sume the powerful place it held on the Continent 
prior to 1914. The Germans, after joining the League 
of Nations, had to be content with protesting against 
the treatment of German minorities by the Poles. The 
East Prussians and Germans living in the corridor 
and in Danzig are in constant fear of clashes with 
their Polish neighbors, and have developed an in- 
tense sense of nationalism. 

Senator Borah is eminently correct in saying that 
the corridor is a threat to the peace of Europe, and 
time will bear him out.

Importance of economics in dealing with modern problems causes Twentieth Century 
Fund to spend 93 per cent of its budget for research in that field; modernizing 
of industry a step toward prosperity; waste in distribution and in corporate 
finance also to be studied; National Employment Council urged by investigators.

HE challenge offered to American 
T pniantnropy by the problems of busi- 

ness and industry rather than a dollars- 
and-cents accounting of money expended is 
emphasized in the recent annual report of 
the Twentieth Century Fund. The fund was 
set up in 1919 by Edward A. Filene of Bos- 
ton. Mr. Filene has served throughout the 
fund's history as president and trustee. The 
other trustees for the year covered by the 
report were: Newton D. Baker, Bruce Bliv- 
en, Henry S. Dennison, John H. Fahey, Max 
Lowenthal, James G. McDonald, Roscoe 
Pound, Owen D. Young. 

In the beginning, the disbursements di- 
rected by the trustees were fairly evenly di- 
vided among the fields of social service, in- 
ternational relations, social reform, political 
reform and economics. Last year, $3 per 
cent of the total sum granted was in the 
area of economics. This shift in emphasis 
is based on the belief of the trustees that 
“the way in which business is set up and 
carried on affects the welfare of the pop- 
ulation more intimately than any other so- 
cia] force. In so far, therefore, as the phil- 
anthropy of today can assist in the solution 
of our economic problems, it can contribute 
more fundamentally than ever before to the 
material and spiritual welfare of the in- 
dividual—which has always been the object 
of intelligent giving.” 

A study of the expenditures of 108 founda- 
tions, made by the fund, showed that only 
12 make grants ong these lines. Only 
nine foundations are supporting pure eco- 
nomic research, and seven are committed to 
projects in this field. About $66,960,000 is 
distributed annually by these 198 funds. the 
inquiry brought out, of which only about 
$1,500,000 (3 per cent) goes to economics. 


To define the opportunities for phiian- 
thropy in connection with business and in- 
dustry, the trustees authorized studies of 
outstanding difficulties in present-day eco- 
nomic development, and the ways and means 
whereby philanthropy might assist in com- 
posing them, The major economic problems 
in which the fund is now actively interested 
are: inadequate and expensive consumer 
credit, inadequate organization of medical 
service, distribution, stock market cycles, 
unemployment, waste in corporate finance. 

The fund's effort to promote the appli- 
cation of scientific methods to industry 
abroad is based on a conviction that. because 
of the economic interdependence of nations 
today, “the continuance of antiquated busi- 
néss organization and operating technique 
is a drain on the health of the nation. As 
unhealthy industries may threaten national 
prosperity. se backward and impoverished 
nations may threaten the prosperity of the 
world.” 

A study of waste in distribution, to be 
completed in about a year at a cost of some 
$300,000, has been outlined by the Twentieth 
Century Fund, which has pledged $25,000 
and will assist in raising the balance neces- 
sary to finance it. The program of the study 
includes an analysis of various methods of 
transferring goods from sources to consum- 
ers, and an appraisal of these methods 
which, it is hoped. will throw light on the 
effectiveness of business customs and of 
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Survey. 


the course uf the inquiry, a few commodities 
will be selected for intensive study, tracing 
their course through all distribution chan- 
nels from producer to consumer. 

The bearing of stock market ups and 
downs on the genera! level of our prosperity 
is one of those mystic relationships which 
is seen as cause or effect, as major or minor, 
depending largely on the experience and 
convictions of the observer. In an effort to 
get nearer the true inwardness of these dis- 
turbing phenomena, the fund proposes a 
study of stock market cycles paralicling re- 
cent studies of the business cycle. The fund 
suggests that a sponsoring committee be set 
up, and that research be carried on “with 
special reference to causes, effects and meas- 
ures for control.”

Only a preliminary inquiry into the pos- 
sible need for grants to study various phases 
of waste in corporate finance has been 
made. Among the suggested areas for re- 
search in determining where corporate fi- 
nance today is wasteful, in human and in 
business terms, are “investment trusts— 
their broad economic implication with spe- 
cial reference to corporate control: the op- 
erations and functions of investment bank- 
ers; mergers, reorganizations and holding 
companies; and, finally, the possibility of 
instituting some measure of control to rem-« 
edy any wastes or defects revealed by these 
studies.” 

After a review of the unemployment sit- 
uation of the past two winters and of the 
efforts of the agencies endeavoring to res 
Neve ‘t. the trustees of the fund favor the 
formation of a National Employment Coun- 
cil. “Such a council would be composed of 
industrial executives and bitsiness leaders 
It would foster and promote interest in the 
regularization of employment through con- 
inuous discussion and exchange of infor- 
mation. Through it an attempt would be 
made thoroughly to pool industry's scat- 
tered experience with stabilization tech- 
nique for the common goed and to secure 2 
maximum application ef those methods 
proved effective in practice. While furnish- 
ing expert assistance and advice, such a 
council would recognize that industrial man- 
agement must interpret and make éffective 
any program of control.”

READY TO ATTACK . 
DEBTS PROBLEM 
Continued From Page One. 


said he did not know what the next 
step would be. 

He said today he woulc attack 
the problem of German credits im- 
mediately after his C*binet confer- 
ence tomorrow, but tuose close to 
him say he has not decidel on what 
method. There is some opposi- 
tion, they say, to an immediate in- 
ternational conference. 

Before reaching the capital to- 
day, the Premier questioned the 
welcoming colleagues who came 
from Paris about the effect of Sen- 
ator Borah’s interview at the time 
Laval was in Washington. “Just 
the same,” he said, “I made one 
more friend.’’ 

He told the welcoming ecommit- 
tee he was certain his trip would 
bring happy results for France, “2 
think I have done my duty,” he 
said. Telling newspaper men he had 
a happy voyage, he added: “But 
naturally I wasn’t always in agree- 
ment at Washington.” 


“Result Is Appreciable.” 


Laval had told the Havas corre- 
spondent aboard ship that his trip 
to Washington “will permit in the 
future avoiding or in any case at- 
tenuating any misunderstanding. 
The result is appreciable, since 
from now on our two Governments 
will understand one another better. 
One may foresee that co-operation 
between France and the United 
States will thereby be facilitated 
and fortified. 

“We must know how to utilize 
the incomparable prestige which 
France now enjoys in the world in 
order to safeguard our essential in- 
terests and consolidate peace.” 

The newspaper Midi published 
an interview with Laval aboard 
the Ile de France, in which he 
was quoted as explaining certain 
clauses in the Washington com- 
munique regarding disarmament, 
security and war debts. 

“France will remain the mistress 
of her security,” he said, “as long 
as the Powers shall not have real- 
ized by efficacious means a solid 
and lasting organization of peace, 
as we stated at Washington.” 

Asked about the passage bear- 
ing on governmental obligations, 
he replied: “The passage is quite 
clear. You see’ therein we occu- 
pied ourselves with what will hap- 
pen at the end of the Hoover mo- 
ratorium and then we foresaw the 
substitution of a legal regime for 
an abnormal regime, the very one 
provided for in the Young plan.” 

Defining the phrase “new ar- 
rangement,” he said: “It is correct 
we considered for the 
economic depression a new ar- 
rangement for inter-governmental 
debts without, however, our hav- 
ing drawn up the precise terms of 
the new contract.”

Revision Downward. 
HE Board of Aldermen will 
vote this week on the bill in- 
creasing the tax on wrestling 


from $500 a year to 5 per cent 
of the gate receipts. An amend- 
ment suggesting an increase of 
the 6500 for the year to $1000 
also has been proposed. 

The effect of the $1000 annual 
tax probably would be to pro- 
hibit any small promoter from 
starting competition with the 
present prémoters. If the tax 
must be changed, the fair way 
would be to equalize the wrest- 
ling tax with that of boxing. A 
promoter paying a percentage 
can afford to operate, where he 
might not be willing or able to 
risk $1¢€90 for one show. 

However, what is needed is a 
revision DOWNWARD, not up- 
ward. A law reducing’ the BOX- 
ING promoter’s tax to a flat $500 
a year to conform to the fee paid 
by wrestling, would seem to be 
the logical solution.
